The majority decision by Jus- | 
tice Stewart represented an im- | 
portant extension of a 1914 high 
court rule which excluded from 
federal trials evidence obtained | 
by federal agents in violation of 
a defendant’s rights against un- 
reasonable search and seizure. 

Stewart said for the court ma- | 
jority that the same rule must 
be applied as to evidence ob- 
tained by state officers. 

Justice Felix Frankfurter 
wrote a dissent, joined by Jus- | 
tices Tom C. Clark, John M.

In the third stage, national 
forces would be reduced to the 
levels required for internal se- 
curity and ‘‘there shall be no 
manufacture of any armaments 
except for agreed types and 
quantities for use by the inter- 
national police force and agreed 
remaining national contingents.” 

Gaetano Martino of Italy im- 
mediately told his Western col- 
leagues that the plan was ac- 
ceptable to Italy. Ormsby-Gore 
said it contained a genuine new 
approach. Jules Moch of France 
did not comment. Eaton had 
expected to spend two or three 
more days seeking complete 
Western agreement on the plan 
before. publishing it. 

The 10-nation conference 
opened March 16 and recessed 
for six weeks before and after 
the abortive summit meeting in 
Paris. Today’s meeting was the 
forty-seventh session of the con- 
ference. 

Zorin and Eaton Meet. 

As Zorin stalked into the 
session to make his dramatic an- 
nouncement, he met Eaton, who 
returned from Washington Satur- 
day after a 10-day absence from 
Geneva. 

Eaton told him his trip had 
been ‘‘very useful.”’ He said he 
was discussing the new Western 
proposals with. his allies and 
might have something to put be- 
fore the conference later this 
week. 

Zorin replied merely that in 
his view the conference had not 
been very profitable thus far, 
but gave Eaton no hint that he 
was about to break up the talks. 

Zorin’s prepared speech 
charged repeatedly that the five 
Western delegations had refused 
to discuss any genuine disarma- 
ment measures. 

He declared that the Western 
powers had used Soviet partici- 
pation in the conference as a 
screen to conceal their own re- 
armament. 

Khrushchev Message. 

He disclosed that Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev had sent per- 
sonal messages to President 
Eisenhower and the government 
heads of the other four Western 
powers, asking them “‘to con- 
sider in all seriousness 
that in the situation obtained 
through the Western powers’ 
fault, the participation in the 
10-nation committee of the So- 
viet Union — whose sincere de- 
sire for an agreement on disarm- 
ament is well known — is used 
as a screen covering the arms 
race unleashed by the West, and 
for deceiving the peoples.” 

Zorin declared that the West- 
ern delegations, ‘‘instead of tak- 
ing up the elaboration of a dis- 
armament program con- 
tinued to lead the whole thing 
to the fruitless discussion on 
contro! 

“It is significant that they 
particularly stress the establish- 
ment of control over military 
cosmic rockets. . With this, 
the United States and its part: 
ners are counting on obtaining 
unilateral military advantages 
for themselves. . . 

Legalized Espionage. 

“The establishment of control 
Over intercontinental ballistic 
missiles and earth satellites 
would mean the legalization of 
foreign intelligence and espio- 
nage.” 

Zorin charged that the Western 
powers ‘‘are against genuine dis- 
armament ‘virtually at any 
Stage,’’ and the West had no in- 
tention to conduct serious and 
fruitful negotiations. 

He said the Soviet Union ‘‘con- 


In 
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other states apart from those 
represented in the 10-nation com- 
mittee,”” he said. 

Polish delegate Naszkowski's 
attitude in adjourning the dis- 
armament conference drew ex- 
pressions of indignation from 
Western delegations. 

The Polish chairman, after 
listening to Zorin and the Bul- 
garian, Czech and Romanian 
delegates, recognized himself to 
speak.for Poland, and then add- 
ed as chairman: ° 

“After the statements by the 
five Socialist states, the work 
of the committee is now discon- 
tinued. The role of this commit- 
tee is exhausted.” 

He banged his gavel and left 
the table, while Moch shouted: 

‘I. protest. I demand the floor. 
I asked to speak while the So- 
viet delegate was still addressing 
the conference.”’ 

Naszkowski, in an obviously 
prearranged Communist move, 
ignored Moch’s protest and left 
the room. 

Moch said Naszkowski's action 
was “‘a coup-de-force ... with- 
out precedent in international af- 
fairs.”’ 

Eaton ‘said “It is now abund- 
antly clear that from the very 
beginning they had no intention 
of reaching agreement on dis- 
armament. All they wanted out 
of the conference was propa- 
ganda.” 

The American delegate said 
the new Soviet disarmament 
plan contained only changes fn 
form and was sprinkled with 
impossible conditions. He said 
he decided to introduce the new 
American plan immediately ‘‘so 
that the world can form its own 
judgment” on the Western po- 
sition. 

British Opinion. 

Ormsby-Gore said Naszkow- 
ski’s ‘‘termination of the talks 
was motivated by a desire not 
to hear the new proposals.”’ 

Zorin’s announcement that 
Russia was walking out of the 
talks and turning the matter 
over to the U.N. had long been 
regarded as the most likely ulti- 
mate conclusion to the talks. 
But its suddenness today clearly 
caught the Western delegations 
by surprise. 

Eaton told the conference that 
Zorin had torpedoed the disarm- 
ament meeting in the same way 
that Khrushchev torpedoed the 
Paris summit meeting. 

The United States delegate 
said that as the Soviet bloc dele- 
gations were determined to 
break off the talks, there was 


nothing the West could do about | 


it. He stressed that Zorin had | 
advanced ‘‘fals® and flimsy | 
grounds”’ for this action. | 

New Low in Relations. 

The Communist walkout! 
marked a new low in East-West 
relations, increasingly strained 
Since the summit collapse. 

After refusing to negotiate with 
his Western colleagues in Paris, 
Khrushchev said the Geneva dis- 
armament talks should never- 
theless resume as scheduled on 
June 7. 

Shortly before the resumption, 
he announced details of the new 
Soviet disarmament plan he said 
he had intended to introduce at 
the summit conference.. Western 
experts later described it as a 
skillful mixture of Western ideas 
with unacceptable Soviet de- 
mands, intended mainly to dis- 
rupt the solidarity of the West- 
ern alliance. 

The main feaiure of the So- 
viet plan was a bar on vehicles 
able to deliver nuclear weapons, 
coupled with the simultaneous 
liquidation of all foreign (mean- 
ing chieily American) bases. 

The bar on means of delivery 
was first proposed by Moch. But 
Moch himself told Zorin it was 
unacceptable if linked to. the 
abolition of bases, because this 
would leave the Western alliance 
defenseless against an _  over- 
whelming superiority of Com- 
munist manpower. 

There aiso was an apparently 
unbridgeable difference over the 
Soviet demand for abolition of 
all military establishments. The 
West believed that such a com- 
mitment could not be made in 
advance.

Most 
quarterly adjustments: are one 
cent for each half-point move- 
ment in the ‘index.

HE Missouri Bar says that joint ownership is a substitute 
for a will “in the same sense that a size 34 suit will fit 
a man. It will fit some men, but not others.” 

It says “A joint ownership always involves a gamble as to 
who dies first. While you may change your will from time to 
time, joint tenancy is fixed and rigid. It may involve gift and 
estate tax complications...It does not provide for your 
minor children.” sen 

“The most that can be said is that, in some cases and for 
certain kinds of property, joint ownership may be useful as 
a legal device, in addition to a will.” 

There is an important tax disadvantage in joint ownership 
if your estate exceeds $60,000.

One General to Another 


Field Marshal Montgomery de- 
servedly won the acclaim and grat- 
itude of the British people and of 
the Allied nations for his outstand- 
ing achievements in World War II. 
I have been privileged to know the 
Field Marshal—not intimately, but 
sufficiently well to admire his in- 
tellectual integrity, exemplary lead- 
ership and sound judgment in mil- 
itary tactics. However, his recent 
comments concerning Red China 
convince me that this fine old sol- 
dier should relax on his laurels 
Within the. soldier’s domain and 
avéid the pitfalls within the inter- 
national arena. 


I find it difficult to rationalize 

the fact that the loquacious Field 
Marshal is. oblivious to the prob- 
Jems created by Communist China 
and their relation to the future 
status of the entire Far East, in- 
cluding Hong Kong-Kowloon. 
‘He ‘expressed admiration for the 
Communist leaders Mao Tse-tung 
and Chou En-lai. During World War 
If, I had occasional contacts with 
these two men, as I had with oth- 
ers’ of both the Nationalist and 
Communist parties. Of course the 
Red leaders were charming and 
disarming with the British Field 
Marshal. But there is irrefutable 
proof, which is available through- 
out the free world and therefore 
to’-Montgomery, that they are 
crafty, rapacious individuals who 
operate completely within the dis- 
cipline of the Communist move- 
ment. 


“Suggesting that the free world 
has nothing whatever to fear from 
Red China, the British Field Mar- 
shal ‘stated, “China has far too 
much on her own plate to want to 
expand outwardly, either physically 
or ideologically.” Viewed realis- 
tically, China must expand in some 
direction, for her arable land is 
much too limited to provide for an 
ever-increasing population, already 
denied sufficient shelter, food and 
sources of employment. Further- 
moré, every avowed Communist is 
pledgéd to spread the Marxist doc- 
triné, by fair means or foul, and 
the Red Chinese are no exception. 

Finally, our British friend sug- 
gested that Taiwan (Formosa) 
shotld be handed over to Red 
China.. I wonder what his reaction 
would be to a suggestion, which I 
do not of course make seriously, 
that Hong Kong be handed over to 
Red China or that North Ireland 
be handed over to the Republic of 


Ireland? 
To be subjected to Communist 
Chinese propaganda emanating 


from Peiping, Moscow, and other 
Communist centers is a daily ex- 
perience throughout the free world, 
but to have it dished up and artic- 
Ulated by a distinguished military 
Téader of the West is indeed diffi- 
cult to swallow.

Report on the U-2 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
report on the U-2 incident is a statesmanlike 
effort to prevent a national humiliation from 
becoming a partisan football in the presiden- 
tial campaign. Since the report was signed 
by 14 of the 17 members, with a Democrat 
and two Republicans dissenting in whole or 
in part, it will be difficult for those seeking 
partisan advantage to find much fault with it. 
Chairman Fulbright has described the conclu- 
ions as “soft and tender” with the Administra- 
tion, but we see nothing to be gained by re- 
crimination. Nor does the chairman. 

There is one constructive point that should 
be of particular interest to Vice President 
Nixon, although it was not directed to him. 
That is the advice that the United States 
should do what it can to encourage Commu- 
nist leaders who favor a peaceful course in 
world affairs and discourage those who advo- 
cate an aggressive course. The committee 
apparently regarded Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev as a man less aggressive-minded than 
his rivals. In the years ahead, the commit- 
tee said, the effort to encourage Soviet pro- 
ponents of a peaceful course “will require an 
unusual degree of maturity and dicrimination 
which will challenge the discretion and intel- 
ligence of the American people and their lead- 
ers in their approach to foreign policy.”

This affects Mr. Nixon because he is taking 
pains to remind the voters that he is capable 
of talking-tough to Khrushchev. The commit- 
tee does not mean that the next President 
should submit to insults. or bullying by 
Khrushchev or anyone else. What it means 
is that in the Russian hierarchy the alterna- 
tive to Khrushchev may be worse than he, and 
that if this is true the United States should 
so conduct its policy as to back Khrushchev 
against his enemies. This does not mean 
meddling in Soviet affairs, but it does mean, 
as a minimum, refraining from action that 
would antagonize relatively friendly elements 
in any country. 

The committee report, written after top 
Government officials were questioned pri- 
vately, reached a rather obvious conclusion— 
that Administration leaders and such key 
agencies as the White House, the State De- 
partment, the Defense Department and the 
Central Intelligence Agency showed a lack of 
As to 
the remedy, the Senators said that if overall 
direction is not to come from the White 
House, then the White House should make it 
clear that it should come from the State De- 
partment. There should be no doubt about 
the channels of authority and responsibility.

Some of the information the committee 
sought was not forthcoming. For example, 
all it was able to find out about the purpose 
of the U-2 high-altitude flight over the Soviet 
Union was that Pilot Francis Powers, who was 
captured, was after information important to 
United States security. The committee could 
not offer a definitive judgment on whether 
the flight should have been conducted on 
May 1 just in advance of the summit meeting 
without knowing the exact objective of the 
flight. On the basis of what it did learn, 
however, the committee suggested the flight 
probably should not have been undertaken. 
And it stated that United States actions after 
the downing of the U-2 intensified the Soviet 
reactions. Khrushchev was given an excuse 
for wrecking the talks. 

President Eisenhower was not criticized for 
taking personal responsibility for spying, but 
there was an implication the committee 
thought responsibility should have been as- 
sumed by CIA Chief Dulles, as Mr. Dulles was 
ready to do. The committee’s call for “reas- 
serting the primacy of the State Department 
in these matters” should be heeded. The 
President has the constitutional duty of con- 
ducting foreign policy, but the State Depart- 
ment is the agency best suited to carry out 
the complex mechanical details. 


No ‘Oath’ Now 

Democratic National Chairman Paul Butler 
has made a strong case for reviving the so- 
called “loyalty oath” at the party’s July con- 
vention, so long as it is not a loyalty oath. In 
previous years the misnamed provision simply 
attempted to guarantee that state delegations 
would assure that their national party ticket 
would be fairly placed on their states’ ballots. 
It did not require them to swear eternal and 
personal fealty to that ticket. Hence Chair- 
man Butler is ranging far afield now in threat- 
ening to challenge the credentials of delegates 
who supported President Eisenhower in either 
of the last two elections, and to demand that 
they support the Democratic nominee in 1960. 
This might involve punishment for past ac- 
tion which was not proscribed by party rules 
in the past, or an actual loyalty oath for 
the future. :

If Britain Joins Europe 

Many Americans still do not realize the 
historical importance of the decision of France 
and Germany to merge their economies—and 
eventually their sovereignties—and to bring 
Italy and the three Benelux countries into a 
new Europe. If Britain were to join the new 
Europe, that would be an even more historic 
development. Important British opinion is 
now tending that way. As stated in its edi- 
torial under today’s cartoon, The Economist 
believes Britain should take the full plunge 
into the Common Market, should accept “radi- 
cal political coalescence with Europe,” and 
the sooner the better. | 

Current economic and political necessities 
are behind The Economist point of view. Con- 
siderations of trade, however, may not loom 
as large as worries about possible successors 
to De Gaulle and Adenauer. In her own in- 
terest, Britain wants to participate in shaping 
Europe’s future. But the present proposal is 
not confined to a terminable alliance or cus- 
toms union. While started as a device for the 
lowering of trade barriers, the Treaty of 
Rome, the basis of the Common Market, 
pledges its signatories to the creation of a 
common parliament—not merely a body of 
representatives designated by their respective 
governments, but a true parliament elected 
by the people of Europe. And its first ses- 
sion may be no more than a decade in the 
future, ‘ 

Whether Britain joins or not, a new Europe 
certainly is in the making, a Europe more 
populous and more alive with new ideas and 
new daring than the United States has shown

itself to be in the last decade. Washington 
and Moscow should be watching all this with 
more than a little astonishment. Strasburg 
may yet become a more important capital 
than the present capitals of the East and of 
the West. Happily, it is likely to be a capital 
friendly to America. After all, we are in the 
mainstream of this transformation. As an 
offspring of the old Europe, we have in large 
measure set a pattern for the new Europe. 


An Odious Wiretap Bill 

Congress would sadly diminish “the right 
of the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers, and effects” if it adopted the 
bill, introduced by Republican Senator Keat- 
ing of New York, to legalize wiretapping 
where authorized by state law. Only six 


states now permit this “dirty business.” Many 


of the others, including Missouri, forbid in- 
terceptions, and so does Section 605 of the 
Federal Communications Act. 

The federal courts have flatly refused to 
admit evidence so obtained. Several judges 
have ruled it out in state proceedings. And 
a number of judges in New York, where police 
may tap wires if authorized by a court, have 
refuse@ to grant such authorization on the 
ground that it violates federal law. 

Yet New York police and prosecutors want 
unquestioned freedom to tap wires. They 
are broadly supported by the prosecuting of- 
ficials of the nation, although Circuit Attorney 
Eagleton, happily, opposes such legislation. 
His opposition is firmly based on the opinions 
of distinguished Supreme Court justices and 
outstanding legal authorities. 

The Constitution, of course, does not spe- 
cifically forbid wiretapping. Such eavesdrop- 
ping hardly could have been anticipated by 
Congress in 1789 when it submitted the Bill 
of Rights to the states. Yet the insistence that 
the people be secure in their papers and ef- 
fects, together with the rigid restrictions 
placed on search and seizure, clearly sug- 
gest that wiretaps violate the spirit of the 
Constitution. 

Senator Keating and the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which sent the bill to the floor, 
showed scant respect for the right of privacy. 
Even if wiretapping is not specifically out- 
lawed by the Constitution, Congress between 
1912 and 1934 passed five laws against inter- 
ception of messages. Since then it has re- 
jected all proposals to legalize such eaves- 
dropping. It is to be hoped that it will con- 
tinue to respect the spirit of the Constitution 
by denying the color of legality to a practice 
which decent men find reprehensible. 


Outside the Walls 


County Councilman John Dowling and his 
committee on prisoner rehabilitation are to 
be commended. They have enlisted the sup- 
port of Democratic Supervisor McNary, Re- 
publican Sheriff Litzinger and leaders of or- 
ganized labor in a plan for county prisoners 
to work outside the jail. 

The County Jail is sealed off on the third 
floor of the new Courthouse in Clayton. And 
although it is principally an institution for 
minor offenders and persons awaiting trial, 
it is constructed like a maximum security 
prison. It lacks even a yard for outdo6ér ex- 
ercise. Inmates are held in enforced idleness 
while serving out their short-term sentences. 
Councilman Dowling’s plan for employing 
prisoners on public projects outside the Jail 
combines humanitarian and practical consid- 
erations in the public interest. 

We hope Mr. Dowling and his colleagues 
now will investigate the possibility of joint 
action with St. Louis, which has a Workhouse 
problem of its own. The city has the money 
to put up a first-rate institution, but not a 
proper site. Why could not the county work 
out arrangements for a county site for a city- 
county jail, and then help the city obtain the 
necessary enabling legislation? This is a 
deal in which city and county have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. Can Mr. Dowling 
swing it? 


Surplus Without End 

The House appears to have ended any 
chance that Congress will enact emergency 
wheat legislation at this session. So the carry- 
over and surplus, now about 1,300,000,000 
bushels, will be increased by some 200,000,000 
bushels from the 1960 crop, and then roll on 
until the new Congress and the new Admin- 
istration find a way to stop it. 

The votes in the House were of such variety 
as to dim hope of compromise. Republicans 
and big-city Democrats defeated the Poage 
bill, which would have raised props from the 
present 75 per cent of parity te 85 per cent 
and reduced wheat acreage by 20 per cent. 
The House also rejected the Senate measure, 
which would have retained the 75 per cent 
support level and reduced acreage 20 per cent. 
And it turned down a wheat plan that closely 
followed a recommendation by Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. 

Doubtless in an election year it is difficult 
for wheat state legislators to vote for an acre- 
age reduction. It is always difficult for indi- 
vidual Congressmen to vote for bills that are 
opposed in their districts. Yet a certain 
amount of statesmanship must be exercised 
if the complex problem of agricultural sur- 
pluses is to be solved. Either that, or the in- 
coming President will have to go after Con- 
gress with a big stick. 


By Petition 

The Missouri Safety Council is, unfortunate- 
ly, running behind in an effort to place a 
drunken driving proposal on the Nov. 8 ballot. 
The council needs nearly 60,000 signatures on 
its petitions by July 1, and has so far obtained 
only a third as many. Some of the latest sig- 
natures, however, have not been tallied. 

Under the Safety Council’s proposal, a 
driver suspected of driving while intoxicated 
would be asked to take a blood test. His re- 
fusal to do so would constitute partial evi- 
dence to support the arresting officer’s 
charge. A number of states have adopted 
similar laws on the principle that a driver’s 
license is not a right to be protected against 
self-incrimination but a privilege to be regu- 
lated in the interest of public safety. Nearly 
1000 persons lose their lives in Missouri traf- 
fic each year. While safety officials agree 
that intoxication carries a high measure of 
blame, convictions for drunken driving are 
rare indeed.

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England Should Join Europe 


Full Plunge into Common Market Would Stem Set-Backs

Slowly, tentatively, like a bather in 
a chilly sea, the British Government 
is screwing up its courage to decide 
whether to attempt a full-scale plunge 
into Europe. It is already a much 
bigger revolution in our history than 
most people give the Government 
credit (or discredit) for that Britain 
is now ready, however tremulously 

and uncertainly, 
to consider joining

THE HUMBLER CREATION by Pam. 
ela Hansford Johnson. (Harcourt 
Brace, 346 pgs., $4.50.) 


Miss Johnson is a very good and 
very experienced writer (though al- 
most unknown, or anyway unbought, 
in this country). Consequently, any- 
thing she writes is, 
to a degree, worth- 
while — far better 
than most of the 
novels one sees. 
Since at her worst 
she is very good, 
and most novelists 
are so awful at 
best, one hates to 
criticize.

Baptists in the world had in- 
creased from 
000,000 in the last five years. 

This growth, he said, was 
achieved despite persecution and 
lack of religious freedom in 
many countries. 

Dr. Adams spoke before an 
estimated 10,000 Baptists, includ- 
ing a delegation from the Soviet 
Union, in the first congress of 
the alliance ever held in South 
America. 

A United States church faction 
had accused the Soviet delegates 
of being agents for the Kremlin. 
The two leading Russian repre- 
sentatives, Dr. Jakov Zhidkov 
and Dr. Alexander Karem of 
Moscow, denied the charges and 
Said no one could profess the 
Baptist faith and be a Commu- 
nist, too. 

Dr. Adams stressed the race 
issue in his address and declared 
the Baptist Church stands firm 
against racism anywhere in the 
world. 

“Racial justice and Christian 
brotherhood are a primary con- 
cern of our believers every- 
where,” he said. ‘‘The race prob- 


lem is not limited to one country | 


Or one continent, though it is of 
special concern in some areas. 

“The Baptist World Alliance, 
in the spirit of Christ our com- 
mon Lord, includes all races and 
will not hold a congress where 
all cannot meet as brothers and

In fact, no hostess 


ever seems to have quite enough recipes for these flavorful 
beverages. Whether the mixture is to be served with style from 
a punch bowl, gaily garnished with sprigs of mint and bits of 
colorful fruits, or served more simply in glasses on a tray from 
the kitchen, it will answer many an entertaining problem during 


the warm weather. 

A punch may be almost any 
combination of fruit juices that 
pleases one’s palate. Recipes be- 
low may be adjusted to individual 
tastes. All those in today’s food 
section are of the non-alcoholic 


pe. 

This multi-fruit flavored Golden 
Punch is a colorful combination 
of canned or bottled pineapple, 
apple and maraschino cherry 
juices, apricot nectar and lemon- 
flavored carbonated beverage. 


Mix the juices ahead, then just lon 


before serving add the lemon bev- 
erage and garnish with maras- 
chino cherries and slices of lemon 
and orange. 

Serve with daintily decorated 
petits fours which you can buy or 
make yourself, colored thin 
mints and assorted nuts. The 
thoughtful hostess also will serve 
coffee for those who prefer a hot 
beverage. 


Golden Punch. 


One can (one pint, two fluid 
ounces) pineapple juice. 

One bottle (one quart) apple 
Juice. 

One can (12 fluid ounces) apri- 
cot nectar. 

One-fourth cup maraschino 
cherry juice.

Pet Doctor

Q. My husband and I sée 
many injured birds on the high- 
way when we’re traveling. Is 
there anything we can do for 
them other: than feeling pity? 


A. Unfortunately, there is not a 
great deal you can do. Wild birds 
have an innate fear of us and the 
shock of contact coupled with the 
shock of injury may prove more 
than the bird can stand. Unless 
you feel you can help, leave it 
alone. In many cases, the in- 
jured bird is paralyzed, and plac- 
ing it in a quiet cage with water 
and bread crumbs may accom. 
plish recovery. If you detect a 
fractured leg or wing, this can be 
set by a veterinarian. When the 
victim is disabled in a sunny spot, 
remove it to the shade. Another 
humane gesture is to remove the 
bird from the path of more dan- 
ger. Handle it gently, and wear 
gloves for your protection. If the 
patient recovers through your 
care, give him back his liberty. 
It is unlawful in most states to 
keep a wild song-bird in captivity. 


Question: Do parakeets carry 
any disease that could affect 
our family? 


Answer: Parakeets can Carry 
psittacosis or parrot fever, a po- 
tentially serious human disease. 
The quarantine laws of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture have prevented its im- 
portation and its spread. It is 
good policy to buy only United 
States raised parakeets. Hf yours 
is ill, consult your veterinarian 
who can recognize the symp- 
toms.

Pet Doctor

Q. My husband and I sée 
many injured birds on the high- 
way when we’re traveling. Is 
there anything we can do for 
them other: than feeling pity? 


A. Unfortunately, there is not a 
great deal you can do. Wild birds 
have an innate fear of us and the 
shock of contact coupled with the 
shock of injury may prove more 
than the bird can stand. Unless 
you feel you can help, leave it 
alone. In many cases, the in- 
jured bird is paralyzed, and plac- 
ing it in a quiet cage with water 
and bread crumbs may accom. 
plish recovery. If you detect a 
fractured leg or wing, this can be 
set by a veterinarian. When the 
victim is disabled in a sunny spot, 
remove it to the shade. Another 
humane gesture is to remove the 
bird from the path of more dan- 
ger. Handle it gently, and wear 
gloves for your protection. If the 
patient recovers through your 
care, give him back his liberty. 
It is unlawful in most states to 
keep a wild song-bird in captivity. 


Question: Do parakeets carry 
any disease that could affect 
our family? 


Answer: Parakeets can Carry 
psittacosis or parrot fever, a po- 
tentially serious human disease. 
The quarantine laws of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture have prevented its im- 
portation and its spread. It is 
good policy to buy only United 
States raised parakeets. Hf yours 
is ill, consult your veterinarian 
who can recognize the symp- 
toms. 

Varnish Over Stain 

If varnish is to be used as a 
finish over stain, it is wise to 
first apply a coat of white shel- 
lac as a sealer. Certain kinds of 
stain will bleed through varnish 
so that the finish is ruined. The 
sealer coat of shellac prevents 
this occurring. 


Eggs for Popevers 
Standard recipes for popovers 
call for two eggs to one cup of 
flour, but if your eggs are small 
it is wise to use three of them. 
Eggs help stretch popovers so 
they are high and airy.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
President’s Return 


NEW YORK, June 27. 

IT MUST HAVE BEEN a relief for the President to 
return to American soil. I think, that now, at the end of his 
trip, there might well be a real reappraisal of this country’s 
whole position in the Pacific. P 


The President has promised to defend Quemoy. He also 
has been most reassuring to Taiwan, The Philippines and 
South Korea. But the Kishi government in Japan evidently 
has not been vindicated and remains unpopular, with the 
Premier ready to resign some time after the security treaty 
has gone into effect. Okinawa also is restless, demanding to 
be returned to the Japanese instead of being held by us. 


Does not this Japanese unrest mean that the 
treaty is not satisfactory to them, that they feel it 
has put them in danger and that it was not accepted 
by their country through democratic processes? Does 
a pact that is this unpopular benefit either party, and 
should we have become a part of it? I hope these 


questions will be seriously considered in the next. few 
weeks, 


IT WAS INTERESTING to note that Communist leaders 
in the Russian satellites of Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bulgaria 
and East Germany have supported Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev in his position that war between the Communist 
and capitalist worlds is not inevitable. 


This, of course, differs from that of the Chinese 
Communists—which is the real orthodox position of 
Communist doctrine, namely, that the whole world 
must be Communist or there can be no peace. The 
People’s Republic of China follows the line that we 
are aggressive toward the Soviet Union and its people, 
offering as proof our bases on the perimeter of the 
Communist world. But they would never give the 
reason these bases were established. 


It is possible that this outline of Premier Khrushchev’s 
position acknowledges that times have changed since Nikolai 
Lenin laid down his doctrines and that this more reasonable 
stand, proclaimed in public as it was, mav prove to be a 
really important milestone in the relationship between the 
Communist and non-Communist worlds. 


I have a feeling Poland will join the other satellites in 
supporting this new position. Albania is the only Communist 
country I do not feel I know enough about to determine what 
her position will be. 

The Soviet Premier’s speech draws clear lines of differ- 
ence between Communist China and the Soviet Union. These 
may largely be attributed to the passage of time, for the 


Soviets have had contacts with the outside world longer than 5 


have the Chinese Communists and know more about the 
advantages of co-existence. It will be interesting to watch 
develapments in the future.

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Interpreting Weather Data

NOW THAT TIROS I, the 
weather satellite, is circling the 
sky relaying back weather pat- 
terns on the earth, the scientist, 
is suddenly face to face with a 


colossal task of interpreting the 
data being sent earthward. 


At this moment, some 100 


scientists from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, the Air Force and the 
Weather Bureau are mobilized to 
interpret pictures being taken by 
Tiros I. This interpretation has 
suddenly become a disquieting 
bottleneck and this is but the be- 
ginning. It is suggested that a 
complex of six satellites. will be 
necessary for global surveillance 
to alert weathermen to storms if 
we are to achieve the storm 
warning stage. Today scientists 
cannot decipher the complete in- 
formation from pictures of a 
single satellite, let alone from a 
complex of six. 

At this moment, there is a 
great need to correlate Tiros pic- 
tures with ground data so that 
weathermen can indicate the 
kind of weather which follows 
identifiable cloud patterns. While 
this may eventually be done, it 
is a staggering task. 

The one bright spot is that 
with but a single weather satel- 
lite the meteorologists have dis- 
covered an unexpectedly large 
degree of organization in cloud 
systems. These scientists indi- 
cate that radar observations of 
hurricanes show characteristic 
bands of clouds which spiral in 
toward the ‘‘eye’’. Tiros has re- 
vealed spiral banded cloud struc- 
tures in well-developed storms 
outside the tropics. Now the 
search is on to discover differ- 
ences between storms over the 
sea and those over land masses. 

As a reconnaissance medium 
to detect and follow these 
storms, this satellite becomes a 
powerful tool. 


AS AN EXAMPLE of the work 
of Tiros, it spotted a typhoon on 
its 125th trip around the earth 
on April 9, 1960. It observed a 
1500-mile diameter storm west 
of Ireland on April 2 and 3. And 
when the hurricane season be- 
gins for this country, it may spot 
these in the mid-Atlantic waters 
where hurricanes are born and 
what may be even more signi- 
ficant, it may yield pictures of 
incipient storms. 

Most of the pictures being re- 
turned are taken with the wide- 
angle television camera. Tiros 
lost its high resolution camera 
soon after launch but the suc- 
cessful operation of the other 
camera is paying off in an abun- 
dance of pictures. 


EVEN WITH this wealth of in- 
formation, the astute Weather 
Bureau scientists have not gone 
overboard on the value of this 
satellite. To put this problem in 
its proper perspective, Dr. Har- 
ry Wexler, director of meteorolo- 
gical research for the bureau, 
defines the challenging task of 
weather forecasting for a city 
like Washington. He says that in 
predicting this weather for the 
next day or two it is necessary 
to have observations for one or 
two thousand miles radius 
around this city. If it is planned 
to forecast weather a week in 
advance, you need knowledge of 
weather observations from the

GARFISH are considered ‘‘rel- 
ics of the Age of Fishes.”” Geolo- 
gists say that they are left-over 
members of a tribe which was 
important long ago, 


In general these fish are long 
and slender. They range in 
length from two or three feet to 
10 feet. All have jaws with many 
teeth. The jaws jut far out, some- 
times making a beak more than 
a foot long. 

The largest garfish live in the 
Gulf of Mexico, They have scales 
that are thick and hard. We are 
told that some of the Indian war- 
riors on islands of the Caribbean 
sea used scales of these fish when 
they prepared breastplates for 
armor. 

Garfish have gills, like ordi- 
nary fish, but each has a re- 
markable swim bladder. When 
its head is out of, water, it ob-

tains oxygen by breathing air 
with its swim bladder. 

Related to ocean garfish; and 
classed in the same general fam- 
ily, are the billfish. They live in 
fresh water, especially lakes. 
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
